defence of Scotland. 

"The frtt is that of aflociated bands of men of\a moderate degree of 
property, and chofin hy ballot among themfelves, fimalar to the Defen- 
five Band; and if one could infure, in al) others, the public fpirit of 
Mr Crofby and his friends, nothing could be better desited, , 

The next is the idea figavfted in Lord Shelburne’s letter, of arming 
the towns. ‘Chis plan has alfa very great merit; becaufe a mechanic 
ipending an how in an evening in er exerciie isa man only loft 
to the Nehoute for that time. : j 

The third is the plan of the Englith militia, upon which the bill of- 
fered lat winter to the Houfe of Commons, for a Scotch militia. is be- 
lieved to be founded. Great thanks ate due to the perfons who drew 
that bill. If these be any faults in it; thofe who drew it were juttitied 
by the example of three of thy ~ felt men this country ever hnew, viz, 
the late Sir Gilbert Elliot, Lc * Milton, and Archibald Duke of Ar- 
gyle, whe approved of a Gimilar one. Great thanks are particularly 
due to the Noble Marquis of Graham; becaule, when a meeting was 
called at London fome yeas ago, which gave a fandiion to the Fenci- 
bles, his Lordthip, then jut come from abroad, haidly of age, and 
therefore little acquainted with mens opinionsin Scotland, faw at once, 
with the eye of an eagle, thar, though four fencidle regiments might 
contribute to defend Scotland, yet they could not make up to her for 
the difgrace of being refuied a militia, when England had one; and 
therefore he prefied for a general militia, inftead of thofe four regi- 
ments, 

Lut the militia propofed in the bill, offered laft winter to the Honfe 
of Commons, labours under the defeéts common tothe Englifh militia 5 
that it is in realiiy a Mlanding army, with all the difadvantages of one, 
and nune of its advantages; that it takes the people from their days of 
labour; that, by allowing fabftitutes on payment of ten pownds, it 
tuppofes it a difhonour to ferve, and lays the tax of that ten pounds 
vpon meh who may be very little able to pay it, and yet to whom it 
may be very inconvenient to Le from their families for three years ; 
that it is very expenfive to the nation; and that ity ives no animation 
to the officers, becaufe they are net allowed to rife by their fervices, 
unlefs they have a correfponding extent of fortune. ‘ 

‘The lait plan is that late!y fent to the towns and counties by the 
Committee of Noblemen and Gentlemen who met at Edinbergh about 
a month ago, and of which the Earl of Glencai:n was juitly elected 
Prefes, which propofes, that about one twelfth of the men of Scotland 
thould anndally be trained to arms, the clergyman of the parith to be 
Chaplain, prayers to precede the military exerciies, and the militia- 
men, to go to church in their ranks. 

As mott of the tenantry.in England are, by the laws of that coun- 
try, entitled to vote at clections to ! arliament, there is a mutual tie 
between landlofd and tenant; for the landlord depends wpon the te- 
nant for his vote, anti the tenant on his landlord for a cheap rent ; 
and,as the clergy preach only the timple beautiful traths of Chriftia- 
nity, they are 1efpeéted both by the high and the low. But in Scot- 
land there are no fhth fortamate tics of human life. ‘Phe tenant hates 
his landlord, becauife he thinks he takes too much rent; the landlord 
thinks he does not get cnough. If the clergyman preach the fimple 
truths cf Chiittianity, the lower order of his hearers will tarn Seceders ; 
and if be preach myfteiles only, the gentry will not go to chureh, 
Herce the rinks of men art cibranged to each gther in this country. 
"They are in fome degree in that fate in which Hobbes defcribes the 
ftate of nature to be—bellum omnium contra omues—a war of all againik 
all. But the bill 1am {peaking of, by-uniting the higher and the low- 
cr orders of the clergy ip onc tomthon iatereft, one common honour, 
and one common exertion of aéttvity, will bring Scotland to the so- 
blett ftate of civil feciety, that in which there will be aznicitia onniam 
cam omuilus—the friendhhip of all with alls for nothing-eudears men 
to each other as common daugets and ditties. In this view that bill, 
conftdered relatively to the circimétances of the country to which it is 
to apply, may be juftly terymed the comp!ttion of human wiflom, 

On thefe accounts, it was, with great concern, that | faw lately a pay | 
ragraph publithed in all the Edinburgh news-papers, which, after giving 
an account of a very fpirited exertion for an affociated band in Edin- 
burgh, by the Marquis of Giaham, and fome of his illuttvious fricnds, 
contains tlre following observation : ** That this example, it is hoped, 
will faepercede the neceffity of raifing a nvilitia, which, upon the large (cate 
Jately propofed, mult prove highly opprefive to this part of the united 
kingdom. : :
